local.

and for municipal power. 


Offer Is Outlined 


On April 4 the people of Es­ 
canaba will vote on the Question 
of the sale of the city’s electric 
distribution system to the Upper 
Peninsula 
Power 
Company 
for 
$1,200,000. Should the people de­ 
cide to sell, said Stanley, the city 
would receive (in addition to the 
purchase price) 
annual 
interest 
and taxes of between $55,000 and 
$75,000. 


Should the decision of tile peo­ 
ple be not to sell the electric s y s ­ 
tem. and to later accept the pro­ 
posal of the Alger-Delta Cooper­ 
ative, the city could expect to re ­ 
ceive an estimated $195,000 a n ­ 
nually for its general fund, and 
the city would buy power whole­ 
sale at a rate only slightly high­ 
er than at present, Stanley said. I 
Outlining the Alger-Delta pro- j 
posal to supply the 
city 
with 
wholesale power for a period of IO 
vears from a gener ating plant to ; 
be built on the North Bay Shore, 
Stanley said the cost to the city 
to connect with the plant would 
not exceed $5,000. 


Atom ic Pow cr 
The city’s present 
power 
r e ­ 
quirem ents is up to about 6.000 
KW and the Alger-Delta 
plant 
would supply the entire require­ 
ments of the city up to 10.000 to 
12.000 KW. Stanley mid. The city 
load would probably take IO years 
to double, he said. 
When the tim e was reached re ­ 
quiring additional capacity, 
the 
city could then build adjacent to 
the Alger-Delta facilities without 
duplicating some of them, 
thus 
keeping the cost lower while p u t­ 
ting in a 11,500 KW plant that 
would be most efficient, he said. 
Stanley also noted that in the 
event there should be successful 
utilization 
of atomic energy 
to 
generate electr ic power within the 
next IO years, the city could then 
take advantage of this develop­ 
ment. 
By accepting the Alger - Delta 
proposal. 
Escanaba 
would 
not 
have to bond for 
a generating 
plant at this time, as it would if 
it builds a municipal plant now, 
and when the generating capacity 
of the plant must be increased 
the cost to Escanaba would be less 
and the generating unit more ef­ 
ficient, Stanley said.

that Alger-Delta has been assur­

Mead Corporation that 
standby

power will be 
available to the Cooperative and 
to the city. 
Stanley sard the city would pav­ 
an average of 1.04 cents per KW 
hour under the Alger-Delta plan. 
Alger-Delta can offer the city 
a low wholesale rate because its

Highway Bill Passed By Senate 
Robs Upper Peninsula Motorists 
T 
HE Upper Peninsula is due for a first 
class rooking if the highway bill that 
passed the Michigan Senate yesterday is 
accepted without major change 
by 
the 
House of Representatives. 
This bill increases gasoline taxes from 
4 1-2 cents per gallon to 6 cents per gal­ 
lon. The additional I 1-2 cents in gasoline 
taxes will be divided 75 percent to the 
state and 25 percent to counties and muni­ 
cipalities. 
The gimmick is that the states share 
must be used to construct four-lane high­ 
ways, virtually all of which would be in 
the Lower Peninsula. Thus, Upper Penin­ 
sula residents will be 
required 
to 
pay 
I 1-8 cents more per gallon of gasoline 
to finance Lower Peninsula highways. The 
other 3/8 cents per gallon increase will be 
divided between counties and cities.

tional money in the Upper Peninsula will 
be from St. Ignace to Sault Ste. 
Marie. 
Motorists in every other section of the 
Upper Peninsula will get no benefits from 
the additional highway taxes going to the 
state under this new formula. 
This is a case of minority discrimination 
that should make every fair-minded per­ 
son in Michigan shudder in shame. 
The palpable unfairness of this situa­ 
tion is brought into bold relief 
here 
in 
Delta County. The county roads are in de­ 
plorable condition and yet the county has 
been unable even to 
provide 
sufficient 
matching funds to utilize federal aid mon­ 
ey that would otherwise be available for 
county roads in Delta County. 
We cannot solve our own county high­ 
way problem but the state says that we 
can and must pay out thousands of dol­ 
lars to help build superhighways in the 
Lower Peninsula of Michigan! 
Another vicious aspect of this highway 
bill is that it provides for and encourages 
the issuance of btind issues to accelerate 
this four-lane highway program in the 
Lower Peninsula. The effect of this ac­ 
tion is to tie up the funds to be achieved 
from this gasoline tax increase for many 
years to come. Upper Peninsula residents 
will be forced to pay for Lower Peninsula 
roads for a long, long time without any 
hope of reaching their turn for highway 
development.

The de­ 
cisions in such cases, the Committee said, 
have been left to subordinates who lack 
proper judgment. 
There is, no doubt, truth in tile Commit­ 
tee’s charge. There are many aliens in this 
Country, some of 
them 
here 
on 
what 
amounts to 
invitation, 
who 
would 
be 
doomed if they were returned 
to 
their 
homelands. These people do make 
occa­ 
sional mistakes or are guilty of 
conduct 
that, under the regulations, 
makes 
them 
deportable. 
When such cases occur they frequently 
end up in Congress, with special legisla­ 
tion being required to overrule immigra­ 
tion authorities and their regulations, in 
order to permit these people 
to 
remain 
here. The number of such bills has risen 
from 163 introduced in the 1943-44 session 
of Congress to 4,794 in the last session. 
The danger is that Congress 
also 
can 
make mistakes. The large number of spe­ 
cial bills in the last session suggests heavy 
pressure on Congressmen, 
These cases should be decided, neither 
by Congress nor a bureaucratic rule book, 
but a formal and 
expert

WASHINGTON— Highest 
adminstration 
opinion, including that of 
the 
President 
himself, is rapidly jelling behind the pol­ 
icy that the U, S, must prevent further 
Communist advance anywhere in the Pa­ 
cific. 
This means anywhere, not just 
almost 
anywhere. 
It means that the Administration is to­ 
day more convinced than ever that the 
Nationalist-held islands of 
Quemoy 
and 
Matsu should not be conceded to the Com­ 
munists and, therefore, that their defense 
against an attack pointed at Formosa may 
well require American air and naval pow­ 
er. 
It means that the nation must be more 
ready than it now’ is, 
psychologically 
at 
least, to accept the real possibility of war 
with Red China— if we intend to 
stand 
firm. 
It can 
be 
stated 
unqualifiedly 
that 
President Eisenhower, Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff are united in their judgment that a 
firm stand against any 
new 
Communist 
advance is essential. 
Because Secretary Dulles In his recent 
broadcast did not state explicitly the cir­ 
cumstances under which the U. S. would 
defend Quemoy and Matsu, Rep. James C. 
Richards D., S. 
C,, 
Chairman 
of 
The 
House Foreign 
Affairs 
Committee, 
has 
during the past few days been advancing 
two completely honest and completely in­ 
accurate deductions. 
WHAT HAS HAPPENED 
His deductions are that on the basis ot 
a current reappraisal of the situation 
in 
the Formosa strait, the Administration is 
drawing away from the idea of defending 
"related areas” like Quemoy and Matsu, 
and that there is a 
split 
between 
the 
President and the Secretary of State over 
this issue. 
Here is exactly what has happened and 
I am sure that these facts will not be de­ 
nied by anyone who knows: 
1—There has been a reappraisal of U.S. 
policy toward Southeast Asia and the out­ 
come is on the side of strengthening, not 
weakening, U. S. determination to resist 
any further Communist aggression. 
The reappraisal stems 
from 
Secretary 
Dulles’ recent trip to seven Far Eastern 
countries from which he returned 
more 
convinced than ever of the seriousness of 
the Chinese Communist threats and mort 
persuaded than ever of the necessity 
of 
standing against further Communist 
ex­ 
pansion at the expense of the free nations. 
2—There is some divergence of opinion 
in the top level ot the National Security 
Council. Fhe divergence is not between the 
President and Secretary of State 
Dulles, 
who are in agreement. The divergence is 
between the President and 
Secretary 
of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson—and to a less­ 
er extent 
Secretary 
of 
The 
Treasury 
George Humphrey. 
Mr. Eisenhower has 
already 
directed 
Secretary Wilson to avoid such comments 
as lie made at his press conference last 
week belittling the importance of defend­ 
ing Quemoy and Matsu 
and 
.suggesting 
that their loss would not make too much 
difference. The President 
believes 
that 
their loss would make a great deal of dif­ 
ference and he has instructed Mr. Wilson 
not to go into such questions at his press 
conference or to refer this questioners to 
the White House.

WASHINGTON— (NEA) — The biggest 
public relations problem now facing the 
Eisenhower administration is what to tell 
the American people about the potential 
danger of a hydrogen bomb attack on the 
U. S. 
One approach is to scare the wits out of 
everybody in order to arouse the public 
to the dangers involved. The purpose of 
this would be to get some action on ade­ 
quate civilian defense. 
The objection raised to this is an inter­ 
national 
complication. 
If the 
American 
people start building bomb shelters and 
laying in reserve food supplies, 
it 
might 
frighten all present anti-Communist allies 
into a position of complete neutrality. 
The second consideration of 
a 
purely 
domestic nature is that defense against 
the H-bomb is not impossible. By a realis­ 
tic approach to the problem, it 
can 
be 
licked.

THE FACT OF THE MATTER vs 
that 
the Atomic Energy Commission’s last re­ 
port on H-bomb danger has not register­ 
ed. 
The general public is just beginning to 
be conscious of what atomic dust 
“fall­ 
out” is after an explosion. People are just 
beginning to ask questions on what to do 
about it. how to prevent poisoning from 
radioactive materials, what 
constitutes 
a 
lethal dose and how to get deiontaminated. 
The almost universal apathy 
on

subject has been the greatest deterrent to

evacuation of cities.

cided to build a fast nuclear breed­

Force has described the Falcon, 
its newest guided missile, as “ the 
only air-to-air missile with a brain 
of its own.” 
Removing some of the secrecy 
wrappings from the weapon de­ 
signed to seek out and drop enemy 
bombers, the Air Force said it is 
the first line of defense against 
air attack. 


This latest and .smallest Ameri­ 
can missile is already in produc­ 
tion and will soon be supplied as 
fighting armament to all-weather 
fighter - interceptor jet units sta­ 
tioned in the Arctic and at other 
posts around the approaches to the 
North American continent. 
The Navy already has in use the 
Sparrow missile, also for launch­

Then Capt. Oscar F. Johnson 
of Virginia and his 90-man crew 
sailed the Pee Df>e back to her 
birthplace. 
By this time the war 
was ending and the cruiser was 
sunk to keep her from falling to 
the enemy. 
The salvaging job took seven 
weeks for 170 laborers and two 
foremen. Three South Carolinians 
formed the Driftwood Corp., to do 
the job. 
They estimate it cost 
them $12,000 to $13,000. It took 
Caterpillar tractors, 
recoil 
skid­ 
ders, timber blocks, three miles of 
three-quarter inch cable and a lot 
of other equipment to raise the 
Pee Dee from eight feet of mud.
